Mrs Lawrence is about fifty years of 
age. She 1s a native of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, and belongs to a highly respected 
family there Twelve yeats ago sha came 
to this country with her husband Shoit- 
ly after her arrival she had a sun stroke, 
which greatly cadangered hor life, and 
which is said to have affected her reason 
The family lived ın Patterson, N J, until 
five years ago, when they moved into this 
cty In Patterson, Mrs Lawionco was 
also keptin cluse confinement She made 
several ¢fforts to escape, but was 60 care- 
fully watched thatall her attempts proved 
unguccessinl She was continually brood- 
ing ovet the misfortune of hei lonely nnd 
secluded life, and often begged peimis 
aion to be allowed tu go into the streets 
or to have somo diversion, Though she 
bad hved in New York for fivo years sho 
know no cno in the city, and whele she 
has goncis n mystery, New York World.

Origin and Evolution of Fans. 


The London Fuumaten’s Company, ob- 
serving withregrot that the use ot the 
fan has for some youts paat beun on tho 
dechine 1n Hogland, propose to ierastate 
1tan public favor by means of av extibi- 
hon ot fans, whichi3 to be held this sums 
mer, ‘The Buth Mu-eum possesses n 
valuable collection of aneient ians, Which 
it doubtless might ba pravuiled upon to 
lond for such a pu pose, and there are, œ 
used to be, at the Hast India Museum, 
some interesting specimens ot Chinese 
and Japanese fans, which would figure 
with advantage 1n the projected display 

‘Lho fundamental idea ot tho fan 13 said 
to bave been ntupon a great many cèn- 
tunes ago al a certmn Feast of Lanterns, 
where the beauufal Kin s, daughter of 
an cewinent mandain, found herself so 
hot that, canoary to ull etiquette, she 
was obliged tu tiko off ha mask, with 
which—puitly fo hide he. blushes, 
partly to cool he beating face—she com- 
menced upon herselt the process which 
we now call “fanning,” ‘The action was 
ran and ađmued by Kan-si’s young 
companions, mid at once, smd tho nar- 
iator of this truthful legend, “ten Uru- 
sind hands agitatsd ten thousand maska ” 
Other writers havo discovered the origin 
of the fan in,the necessity felt sn all hot 
vountis for keeping off thus, whether 
from sacred offerings in the temples o 
fiom the hands and faces ol the officiat- 
ing priests or hom the persons of the 
population geonesally In India and 
China the orginal model of the fan is 
said to have been the wing of a bird, 
and an admirable fan can always be 
made fiom two birds’ wings, joined by a 
strip of wood The fan ct the high- 
priests of Isis wasio the form of 2 half 
cucle, made ef featherg of different 
lengths Such, too, were the tans car- 
ried in triumphal processions, and which 
among the Egyptians served ag military 
staudurds in ume of wer, The Sibyis 
ure said to bave been ia the babit ol 
fanning themselves as they delivered 
their aiacles—the tun being evidently 
not regarded iu those days ag io any way 
connected with frivolity. 

The fans curried by the Roman ladies 
were not, like the mest anc.ent Chinese 
fang, made 1n one piece, whether of 
papel, gauze or silk, but were composed 
of little tablets of perfumed wood. The 
ladies of Ingh fashion were followed 
when they went out walking by fnu- 
bearers, and guests of both sexes wore 
lanned at dinner by slaves charged with 
that particular duty The earliest røger- 
cnce to fans on the part of a cl al 
autho: occurs in Euripides’ tragedy; of 
“Ielena” where one of the characters, g 
eunuch, relates how, according to the 
Phrygian custom, be has fanned the barr, 
face and bosom of the beautiful herome 

The fans of theaMiddle Ages wero in 
good society worn suspended from the 
guwdle by chains of gold and were usually 
nude of feathers, those of tha peacock, 
ostrich, parrot and pheasant being pre- 
ferred They were sold in large num- 
b.rs xt the iwarkets of the Levant, whence 
they were sent direct to Venice, and from 
Venice to other parts of Italy The fan 
1gsitd to have been introduced in France 
by Citherine de Medicis, whero 3t was 
quickly adopted cot only by women, but 
wiso by e¢ffemlnusts men Thus Feary 
II{’s notonous mignons habitually car- 
ried fans Under Lous XIV aid XV. 
the ab uf paiutiog ornamental fans was, 
biought to gieat perfectiun Among: 
the celebrated paim-ers who have not 
disdained to employ their ta‘eats in the 
urbsi¢ decorauntot the fan, Watters: 
and Boucher mist first be named. In 
ourown time Dias, the great cole rat:

Salt Rising—How it is Made by Dif- 
ferent Housckeepers. 


I send my recipe for salt-rising bread, 
which I make occasionally for a change, 
Though the rising does smell “awful,”

Tho Great Exposition 


Tho great day of Jubilee 19 over Yes- 
terday all Pans was happy and rejoicing, 
for although far from ieady, the Grand 
Exposition was declared open, and thou- 
sands of eager visitors passed thidugh its 
vast halls 

Allmght the people were busy every- 
whero with decorations, and the troops 
began very early on Wednesday morn- 
ing to move towards the Trocadero, 
where, during the day, they were sta- 
tioned (instead of making part of a pro- 
cession), taking the place of police, and 
forming a human fence all the distance 
from the Trocadero steps, where the royal 
party were to come out to the giand en- 
trance of the main building, thus holding 
the crowd enurely away from the open 
space between the two great buildimgs 
The day wasa real Aprl day, of shon- 
ers, aud the ruin came pelting dowa at 
the most unpropitious times, without re 
spect to persons 

About one o'clock the grand cortege 
approached the Trocadero, and each state 
carriage being preceded by a double 
phalanx of cevalry (each rider in full 
body armo) coming at full ale The ef- 
fect was very fine. 

Madame McMahon came first with sev- 
eral ladies and stood in position to re- 
ceive the guests Then came the mag- 
nificent turvouts, rich 1n heavy cloth of 

gold lace, gaily-dressed footmen and 
drivers, four on each carnage, and mag 
nificently capatigoned horses The four 
horses of the Prince of Wales, with gold- 
mounted, harnesses, the red and gold foot- 
men and the Euglish carriage of the 
finest workmauship, was probably the 
grandest of all; but the whole scene was 
grand The young Prince of Austria had 
an entire equipment of white, carnage 
decorations and uniforms As each new 
arrival appeared, a bugle waa sounded, 
and the bani wear the entrance played 
she natoni ar of the country repre- 
sented Th ra was a large party of Chi- 
nese affer, and allin the full costume 
of the country, and Lesides the Princes 
mentioned were the Duke d'Aosta, Don 
Franus de Assises, Prince of Denmark, 
Henry of Holland and the Queen ot Hol- 
Jand, tbe Dukes of Manchester and Suth- 
erland, and several Oreutal digaitaries 
‘whose names do not appear. 

The Royal party baving all assembled 
mm a very richly ornamented gallery 
thrown out from the front of the Tro- 
eadero palace over (he grand fountains, 
the short ceremony of official opening of 
the exposition took place, and at a signal 
all the fountains were started The can- 
non at the Invalides and at Mont Vale- 
rian gave a salute of 101 guns, the flags 
of all nations were hoisted, and the bands 
played the nalioual airs Then passing 
meat my position, the royal party came 
out from the Trocadero to march in pro- 
cession (the ladies returning to thar car- 
nages), but no sooner had they started 
out than asmart, shower began to de- 
scend upon their devoted heads, and all 
order was impossible, so that 1t was ratb- 
er a poll mell stampede ot royalty than 
a dignified walk through pleasure 
grounds , 

A short time afterwards, nhen gog 
with the crowd up into the royal circle, 
I found myself seated between the French 
and English Ministers, Mr. John Welsh 
and General Noyes, they told me that 
they started to lead the procession, with 
McMahon and the Piince of Wales, but 
secing that there was to be no order or 
digmity toit, thought best to avoid the 
mın Mr Welsh 19 the same gemial, kind 
gentleman we Jearned to appreciate at 
Philadelphia in 76, and Mr Noyes is, 
with his cultivated and interesting wile, 
filling the post of honor here in a manner 
which none can complain of—simplo and 
wnasstiming—yet maintaining a dignity 
necessary for the position. 

But to our opening, after the entrance 
of the dignitaries, and balf an hour’s cs- 
cort through the building, the public 
were admitted and improved fully the 
privilege granted them, L mean tho 
public who bad tickets And at was 
really wonderful to see what had been 
accomplished in 24 bours. The English 
department was comparatively in order, 
so little was to be done compared with 
that of other nations, but at will be at 


least a month before thoy aro in order, +| walking through their halla becomes 


The*next ın order comes America, like 
anew ‘cyyylization, pot heginning to be 
ready, thé goods having been delayed so 
Jong on the old vessels provided for their 
transport, that twenty-nine cars will only 
just arrive to duy, and hardly a case in 
place, but with all tbis disadvantage we 
did well on the opening day, What we 
had was i0 order.

This gentleman ss une vt the puest 
and sweetest of Americun poets Lis age 
will be rememberud, because his seren- 
teth birthday was commemorated last 
winter at the Adlentic dinner. A more 
kindly, bonorable and virtuous man does 
nat breathe, and bis beautiful lyrics, some 
of them full of the deepest feeling and 
pathos, are likely to live generations af- 
ter ho has crumbled in the dust Born 
at Haverhill, Mass, of Quaker parente, 
who were farmers, be passed Ins youth 
with them, receiving no other education 
than such as he could get at bome ‘Two 
years, fiom 18 to 20, he studied at the 
academy of the town, and soon after 
edited, 1n Boston, the American Manufac- 
turer, devoted to the maintenance of the 
tariff When 28 he succeeded Prentice 
as editor of the New England Renew, 
published ın Hartford, Prentice having 
been called to Louisville, Ky, to found 
the Journal aud advocate the claims of 
Henry Olay to the Presidency. Homade 
a collection of the carly colonial and 
aboriginal traditions, and published them 
as “‘ Legends of Now England,” eeryed 
two years in the Mnssachusetts Legisla- 
ture, and then returned to the old home- 
stead and the pursuits of a farmer In 
common with all the Quakers or Frends 
he abhorred slavery, and wrote a strong 
protest against it, and took such an ac- 
tive part in the cause of emancipation, 
that he was chosen Secretary of the 
American Anti-Slavery Society,uud subse- 
quently editor of the Pennsylvania Vroe- 
man For the last twonty-five years he 
has resided nt Amesbury, and deyoted 
himself to literature, published several 
volumes of poctry, all of which is 
marked by naturalness, finish, and ex- 
quisite sensibility Hes still a bachelor, 
albeit a man of strictly domestic taste 
and of the tenderest and most chivalrous 
feclog for women It 13 said that in 
bis early manhood, be loved a charming 
girl in Piuladelphia (she is now the wife

How the Weather is Foretold. 


From the at” Nichols for July 

In forme: times the chief herald of 
the weather was the almanac, which 
ambthously prophesied a whole year 
of cold and heat, wet and diy, divid- 
ing up the kinds of weathe: quite 
nnpartially, 1f not always correctly 

But the almanac, good as 16 was 
now and then, and the weather-wise 
farmers, correct as sometimes they 
might have been, were not always 
able to impart exact information to 
the country, and they have been 
thrown quite into the shade of late, 
by one whois popularly known un- 
de: the somewhat dimespectfal title 
of ‘Old Piob,” o “ Old Probabil- 
ities” He has become the herald of 
the weather to the sulor, near the 
rocky, dangerous coasts, to the 
faime, watching his crops, and wat- 
ing for good days to storo them , to 
the travele1, anxious to pursue his 
journey ugo: fan skies, and to the 
girls und Boys who want to know, 
befoye they start to the woods for a 
penie, what are the “ probabilities” 
as to rain 

Every one who reads the daily pa- 
pasis’ iamlar with the “ Weather 
Record,” issued fiom the “War De- 
putment, office of the Chief Signal 
Officer,” at Washington These 16- 
ports give, fist, a general statement 
of what the weather bas been, for the 
past twenty-four hours, all over the

Generally speaking, 
the falling of the mercury ia the 
tube of the barometer indicates rain, 
aud its mse heralds clear weather 
Sometimes the use 1s followed by 
cold winds, fiost and ice What 
these changes really indicate, how- 
evel, ean be detérmined only by 
comparing the barometiic changes,

‘Thurman of Ohio The 
bill which compels the Pacific Rail- 
roads to settle with the Government, 
and which, establishing a piinciple, 
will prevent loose grants to railroads 
heicefte:, was drawn by him dnd 
pushed through by him against pow- 
erful Senatorial opposition and 
against a lobby the like of which has 
not been seen here for yeas There 
has not, ın my recollection, been 
another so Conspicuous example of 
thé power thata single man has over 
the minds of Senators. In the de- 
liberations on the Army bill, and, in 
fact, on most of the business of the 
session, his course was watched and 
followed by perhaps more Senators 
and Representatives than was that 
of any other man In the Demo- 
cratic Senate which will assemble in 
March, 1879, Mr ‘Thurman’s position

In Prussia, no novice can take the vorl 
without being first examiued ag to the 
sufficiency and propriety of her motives 
in desiring to take this step In Russia, 
no Couvent Can receive a nun without 
muking application to the Synod of Mos- 
cow, and producing an affidavit from the 
novice showing that 1t 19 of ber own free 
will and choice that she 1s about to enter 
the ipstttution In Bavaria, monastic 
vows are not allowed by law for more 
than three years, and the civil authorities 
visit all convents every quarter, not only 
for fiscal purposes, but in order to restore 
to the world and to society all nuns who 
may desiro to relinquish the seclusion of 
theirconventa In Austria, the 1omates 
of conventual institutions may at any 
timo address tbe yl government 
privately, stating their desire to leave 
the convents, and such applications at 
once receive attention In many of the 
conyents of France the vows are tempo- 
rary, and the mayor of each arrondisse 
ment has*the power of visiting any con- 
yent whenever the civil authorities of a 
locality think ıt necessary todo so. In 
Mexico, where the whole population is 
Roman Catholic, a law is established for 
the frequent visitation of nuuveries, 
During the four years preceding 1871, 
the number: of Roman Cathohe nunneries 
in England were increased by 19 The 
Romaa Carholié Dictionary states that 
ın 1851 there werein Bngland and Wales 
53 establishments of that description 
In 1872 the number was 62, showing an 
increase of 9,, 1n 1878, the number was 

3, an increase of 13, so that the num- 
ber of these institutions 1g rapidly aug- 
menting There are two species of con 
vents—one of the contemplative’ urder,

Story of a Hippopotamus. 


To a recent number of Land and Water 
Mr Frank Buckland has a fow words on 
the death of an old friend, one that hag 
been familiar to visitors at the Regent's 
Park Zoological Gardens for the Last 
twenty-eight years Asit contains much 
of interest we quote it for the Lenetit of 
our friends 

The old hippopotamus died on Monday 
last, Murch 11th, at the Zoological Gar- 
dens, Regent's Park He was presented 
to the Bociety by the Viceory of Egypt, 
May 25,1850 Te was then quite a ba. 
by, and was accompanied by an Arab 
keeper named Hamet, Mamet remained 
with hie charge for about a year, after 
which the resident keepers took care of 
the animal For the last two or three 
winters 1t was noticed that “Obash” (for 
that was his ‘little name," from the 
hame of the river where he was caught 
was noticed to bein a failing condition, 
getting thin and emaciated, but during 
the summer, when he could get plenty of 
green food, and the weather was warm, 
he picked up flesh again The Council, 
perceiving that tho health of the animal 
wns not satisfactory, thought 1t wise to 
purchase the young male born in the Zo- 
ological Gardens at Amsterdam Tus 
King Hippo the Second as now 1n a very 
turiving condition, but at present he 1s 
too young (not bang tno years old) to 
be entrusted with safety in the society of 
the two females, who might piteh into 
bim ‘There has been no organic disease 
found in the old ammal It 1s probable 
that he died simply from sheer old age 
“Ohash" had certain friends of whom he 
was very fond, and to whom le was very 
gentle, to some people he had a great an- 
tipathy He particularly disliked men 
with working fustan and corduroy cloth- 
ang ‘To this cause were owing the many 
broken teeth fractured by his rushing 
against the bars of lus house, one sigle 
bit of a tooth broken off waughing as 
much as two pounds and a quarter 

In my “ Curiosities of Natural History” 
(4873) I mentioned the clever mode 
adopted by Mr Bartlett in extracting one 
of his teeth. Mr. Bartlett wrote me 
“You will be glad to know that I have 
succeeded in performing perhaps the 
largest dental operation on record. Our 
male hippopotamus bas been, as you 
know, sullering fiom a fractured tooth, 
and fearing that the consequences might 
be serious, I had a strong oak tegoe 
fixed between Mms pond and tho iron rail- 
inga, and I then determined to remove 
the broken tooth ‘This I accomplished, 
but not without a fearful struggle I 
had prepared a powertul pair of forceps 
more than two feet long, with these I 
grasped his fractured incisor, thinking, 
with a firm and dete:mimed twist, to gun 
possession of that fine piece of ivory 
‘This, however, was not so easly done, for 
the brate, amazed st my mumpudence, 
rushing back, tearing the instrument 
from my hands, and looking as wild ada 
hippopotamus can look, charged at me 
just as I had recovered my forceps I 
had made another attempt, and this ume 
held on long enough to cause, the laoaa 
tooth fo shitt ata position, but was again 
obliged to relinquish my hold I had, 
however, no occasion to say, “Open your 
mouth,” for this he did to the fullest ex- 
tent; therefore I had no difficulty in 
again seizing the coveted morsel, and this 
fume drew it forth with a good, sharp 
pull end a twist out from bis monstrous 
jaws One of the most remarkable things 
appeared to me to be tbe cnormons force 
of the air when blown from the dilated 
nostris of the great beast while enraged 
It came against me with a force that quite 
surprised me.” 

It 1s thought probable.that hippopota- 
mı do not live toa great age, the reasons 
bemg (i) that the time of gestation 1s 
only seven months, (2) that the young 
animal bora 1a the Gardens has attained 
its full size in sia years =“ Obash,”? com- 
pared with this young one, did not grow 
so fast, he was not considered full-grown 
till his tenth yea 


The old female was also presented by 
the Viceroy, July, 1854 They were hept 
together and produced the first young 
one February 21,1871 This died two 
days after birth She produced a second 
young one January 6,1872 Tins died 
on the 10th [had the pleasure of cast- 
inghim One model is now1n the giraffe 
house at the Gardens, the other in my 
Museum at South Kensington. The third 
was born on November 6, 1872, and 
called “Guy Fawkes” She is still alive, 
and now quite equal in buik to her 
mother, the only perceptible difference 
being the size of the head and teeth, which 
aro smaller, else 1t would be difficult to 
tell the mother from the daughter 

This, therefore, 13 the generation of the 
hippopotamn at the Zoological Gardens 

I regret much that I did not have an 
opportunity of having a cut at poor old 
Hippo, as I wished much to examine 
several, points in lis anatomy, especially 
the akan from which exuded at certain 
periods a sweat the color of blood Pro- 
fessor Garrod, I understand, has made a 
careful dissection of this animal, so well 
known to the public We shall look for- 
ward to the learned prosector’s report to 
the sovicty

He deduces a parallax of 8°76 Tha 
extraordinary result, which would carry 
us back toward estimates that have been 

largely discarded by astronomers, has 
excited general surprise (It 13 equivalent 
to a distance of 93,310,000 miles) The 
Astronomer Royal's method of reaching 
this conclusion was elakorately reviewed 
by Professor Petere, and 1t was shown to 
be dependent upon a peculiar selection 
of phrases which were regarded of equal 
value But if these phrases had each 
been reduced separately, the probable 
error in the results would have.been no 
greater than it 1s an combining them, but 
some of the results would have been 
nearly similar to the estimate adopted by 
Professor Newcomb In ghort, 1t may 
be properly stated that British telescopic 
observations have really given new data 
for the parallax, They are not incom 

patible with previous estimates, but they 
prove nothing either way Undue weight 
has been given by Professor Airy to minor 
and very imperfect observations Some 
curious instances were given One of 
the observers had written to Professor 
Peters. “We got nothing,” yet the in- 
definite notes taken by that observer 
were incorporated into Professor Any's 
calculations “We may as well admit 
thatin the present state of our knowledge, 
observations on contacts do not supply 
us with more accurate data than have 
been already attained It 1s quite possi- 
ble that the edge of the sunis the outline 
of a varying figure, the circumference of 
a gas ball of which portions may at any 
time be eapanded or dimimshed. Phote 

graphs may bring us greater accuracy 
of observation, but the phenomenon 13 of 
iself a complicated character, and nothing 
nearer than we now have 13 certain to be

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Judge Strong’s Address. 


A Brief Synopsis of tho Address Deliv- 
ered June loth, at the Pioneer Re-Un-~ 
ion, Salem, Oregon. 


Judge Strong opened with an apos- 
trophe to the Pioneers, who can 
look back and see thew work ın the 
mowth of our State Pioneer his- 
tory does not go back of 1840, at the 
close of which 200 persons, not con- 
nect with the Hudson Bay Company, 
composed the white population of 
the Pacific Northwest, 63 Americans 
and 137 Canadians, half of whom 
were connected with missions, and 
the rest were retued employes of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company In 
the Fall of 1842 the first emigration, 
11 persons, came over, binging val- 
uablestock tothe Willamette Val- 
ley, buf leaving then wagons at 
Fort Hall, among whom was Medor- 
um Giawfoid The arrivalof the em- 
igiation of 1843 was an important 
ela in Oregon history, to be followed 
by further emigration ın succeeding 
yenis, so that tha first comers found 
themselves surrounded by fiends, 
and American society was organized 
Dr Whitman was much iespected, 
and Ins tragic end caused horrol to 
lis friends both here and at the 
Hast He recited the causes of the 
massacie of Whitman’s family, and 
recalled particulars of the Cayuse 
wo August l4, 1843, the act or- 
ganizng the Territory was approved, 
and inthe month ot Maich follow- 
ing, General Lane, as Governor of 
the new Terntoiy, superseded Gov 
Abeinethy, Piovisional Governor, 
whose administration was in all re- 
spects creditable Abraham Lincoln 
was tendered the appoitment of 
(Governor in 1850, dnd made use of 
the new-born telegraph to send the 
characteristic answer, + No, Sir-re ” 
The speaker then recited the partic- 
ulas of the voyage of Governor 
Gaines, the membeis of the State 
Government and Judicary, 1uclud- 
ing himself as one of the new Terri- 
toral judges He recited various 
interesting incidents of the voyage1s 
mes, sp Lbey,, „Can z 
vidissitdes, one DENY THe TERT AT 
burial of his eldest son Governor 
Gaines lost two charming daughters 
from yellow fever, on the coast of 
South Ameneca He desenbed the Bay 
of San Francisco ın midsummer, and 
the gieat contiast with the shores of 
the Columbia, the appearance of As- 
tora was disappointing, all the 
growth and prosperity of the place 
being pictured on a map, more 
hopefully than even now He gave 
a humorous deserption of the rival- 
ry between the upper and lower 
towns, both of which contained 
about 25 inhabitants. The com- 
mencement of mail facilities once a 
month by steamer, was a great 
event It cost 60 cents’a pound in 
those days to ship pitch-forks and 
grain cradles to the Indians of Ore- 
gon. The ciadles they had no use 
for but, made the pitdhforks available 
as spear handles The overland 
mail followed and afforded better 
facilities, and the pony express, soon 
after, carried news across the Con- 
tinent nm ten days’ time 

The first steamerin Oregoh was 
bult at Astoma, June 1850, was 
small but costly, and as the only 
boat on these waters, was a monoply 
The Zot Whicomb was next built 
at Milwaukie, and launched Christ- 
mas day, 1850, and was the occasion 
of a three days’ “ jubilee.” Her keel 
was 300 feet long, fiom a single 
stick of Oregon fi She was after- 
wards taken to the Sacramento, J 
C Aimsworth being her Captain 
Tho career and success of Captain 
Aimsworth was then depicted, as also 
that of Jacob Kamm, her engineer 
The opening and development of 
navigation on Oregon rive1s was nar- 
rated and made interesting, the var- 
ious steamboats were deserybed, 
and the pioneer steamboat-men 1e- 
ceived mention, with touches of hu- 
mor interspersed The history of 
steamboats and steamboat-men oc- 
cupied quite a portion of the ad- 
dress, thei various fortunes and 
misfortunes beng rapidly given. 

The speaker followed with a

He ate his cake ay 
eagerly as the rest, but picked out the 
raisins aod crushed them in the sand 
with bis foot 

"What are you doing” somebody said 

“*Dfashin’ these nasty bugs, they come 
nigh spilin’ the cake,’ said the” hungry 
boy The poor lad, however, knew how’ 
to die hke u hero, 1t he knew little of the 
luxuries of life” 

Another story was this “We were in 
the mud-campaign at Fredericksburgh. 
For days the army had been stationary, 
soaked with rain and thoroughly demor- 
alized Phe men seemed to have forgot- 
ton courage, discipliog and decency I 
was sitting with Liout Wall D in our 
tent one morning, when a picket who 
had been shot was brought into camp 
The men dug a shallow hole not far 
away, and were taumbliog the body it 
headlong when Will jamped up. 

“Stop! Don’t let us forget that wo 
are human bongs!’ bo cried 

“Ho ordered the body to be carried 
into a tent and washed Ono of us gave 
a shirt, another trousera, ete , to clothe 1. 
A decent pine coffin was hurriedly made 
At threo that afternoon the drums of the 
company beat Will and I walked ns 
mourners. About six hundred of the 
men gathered around the grave

Diphtheria. 


The following paragraphs are from an 
article in the Sprugheld Republican, on 
the nature and treatment ot diphtheria. 

Diphtheria ig 2 diverse which springs 
from the growth of a renl fungus on some 
of the mucous suitaces of the system, 
more generally of the throat It may 
spiead by contact of the mucous sw- 
taces of a diseased with those of a healthy 
person, as in kussing, and 1s, to a limited 
degree, epidemic : 

From the local parts aftected 1t spreads 
to the whole body, aftecting the muscular 
nid nervous systems, vitiating the lymph 
and nutrient Huds, and producing pu- 
ralysie ‘ 

As soon as the bacterium or fungus ap- 
pears in while patches on the throat, it 
should no mote he neglected than a bleed 
ing gish or a broken arm, and theres al 
most as httle need of a tata} termination 
ol one incidont as of the other 

It has been found by actual expen 
ment, both 1u and out of the human sys- 
tem, that this bacterium 18 killed by sev- 
ual drugs, the safest and most certain of 
which 3s chlorine water, diluted with the 
addition of fiom two to four umes the 
volume of water 

Tins wash 1s harmless, even when swal- 
lowed, 3nd 18 pretty certain to arrest the 
disease A well-known physician m 
Springfield, who has puraued this treat 
ment tor fifteen years, has found at eflect- 
ne almost without exception, and has in 
that period often broken up the disonge 
in Jocalies where it hrd raged violently 
and delicd treatment + 

To keep the paticut well housed and 
warm, with addiuonal flannel clothing al 
necessary, and to keep the system well 
nourished and the bowels open, are mat 
ters of pursing often neglected, but, with 
cme in these respects and early applica- 
tion of the remedies above suggested, 
there 1s no need of the disease proceed 
ing to a fatal termination, or even to the 
debilitating slluess and painful cauteriza 
tions which go together in its later stages

In Su Q. Wyville ‘Phowpson's prelim 
mary acagunt of the gonoral results of 
the exploring voyage ot M, M S, Chal- 
lenger, published by Hauper & Brothas, 
the account of the deep-sea soundugs 
made by tho scientific coips 1n 1873 and 
1876 13 interesting to thuse curious 10 
garding the mysterious world beucath 
the surface of the waves 

Previous to the deep sea soundings, 
whieh were made for the purpose of ag- 
corimomg the most avmlablo route for 
laying the Atlantic cable, serentific stu- 
dents had come to the conclusion that 
life nt the bottom of the sen was conhued 
to a nariow boider roung the land, that 
ata depthot one Lundied fathoms plants 
almost eutiely disappenicd and ammals 
were scarce, and represented those ani- 
mal groupsunly which are amoag tho most 
simple m then organization; while at 
three hundred fathoms the s¢a-bottom be 
came u desolate waste, tha physical con- 
ditions beg such as to preclude the pos- 
ability of the existence of hving beings 
This theory was disproved by the cable 
coundjngs. The fact was ascertaned 
that, so far from beng a desert destitute 
of life, the bottom ot tha ocean was poo- 
pled by fauna suited toits peculmu con- 
ditions 

The Challenger smled from Portsmouth 
on the 21st of December, 1872, and on 
the 31 of Janusiy mvored ia the lagus, 
off the city of Lisbon Tete the expe- 
dition remained until the 12th of the 
month, and several pages are devoted to 
an loteresting account of the various ect 
estrihe insuitutiuns of the city = Theuce 
the course of the exp ‘dition wag to Cipe 
St Vaiocent, where the trawl was used 
with successful resuits at a denth of ax 
hundred lafbums.

From the observations made by the 
expedition, itis estublished that the mean 
depth of tbe Atlantic 1 a fittle aver 2,000 
fathoms An elevated ridge, rising to 
an average imght of about 1,900 taths 
oms below the surface, traverses the bu 
sins of the North and South Atlantic in 
a meridinval direction Irom Cape Fare- 
well, probably as tar south at least gs 
Gough Island, following roughly the out- 
lines of the consts of the old and new 
worlds This ridge, with two branchss, 
divides the Atlantic into thee grent 
basins—an custern, which extends [rym 
Irclaud nearly to tho Cape of Good EH ype, 
with aa average depth along the middie 
hne of 2,500 fathoms,  northenstern 
basin, occupying tho great castern height 
of the Amican continent, with an aver- 
age depth ot 8,000 fathoms, an} a gulf 
running up the coast of South Afmen as 
far ag Cape Orange, and open to the 
southyard, with a mean depth of 8,000 
fathoms The numerous soundings in 
every part of the Atlanhe establish the 
interesting faet that the distribution of 
living beings has no depth-limit, but that 
animals of wll the marine invertebrate 
classes, and probably fishes also, exist 
over the whole ı £ the four ef the ocean 
Although lifeis thu universally eatead- 
ed, the size, with the caceplion of some 
groups, decreases alter a certasn depth is 
reached, »inte the number of species and 
of individaals also dimioishes At depths 
a littic abuse 2,000 fathoms the fauna is 
varied and numerous. 

Thus the drelge, the trawl, and the 
deep cea thermometer, clear away much 
of the ignerance that has prevailed con 
cerning the depths of the ocean. 
Tney tell us that the life that pisses on 
these uilighted plas and peaks, where 
the massive wafers rest undisturbed by 
the flow of currents or the wrath of 
storms—Iife i curious, beantful and 
delicate forms, whieh art is not refined 
enough to reproduce in all then grace. 
They make us acquainted with the con- 
formation of the ocean bed, with its un- 
scen ridges, plans and hetzhts, with the 
vast currents that flow between watery 
banks, with limits almost as well-defined 
as those of lan} rivers

Perhaps, says the Daily News, the
